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Report of the State Treasurer. 



The Treasury Department was turned over to me by my prede- 
cessor on the 23d of January, A. D. 1901.

This comparative statement of the value of the State's investments 
shows a large increase, which eminates, chiefly, from the estimate of 
the value of the stock in the Farmers' Bank of Delaware, of which the 
State holds fifty-seven hundred (5700) shares. Our estimate of the 
value of the State's investments was made upon the prices brought by 
those securities at the last sale in the market up to that time. 

The revenue which the State receives under the operations of the 
General Corporation Law has steadily increased. The annual Fran- 
chise Tax Duplicate for the last year of my predecessor's term shows 
193 taxables. The Duplicate issued to me in February, A. D. 1901, 
shows 726 taxables, and the Duplicate issued to me in February, A. D. 
1902, shows 1407 taxables: and I may add that the Duplicate to be 
issued to me in February, A. D. 1903, will show nearly 2000 taxables. 
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State Treasurer's Report. 



While it is true that the present prosperous condition of the State's 
Treasury directly eminates from this source of revenue, we will do well 
to bear in mind that it has not been sufficiently long in use as to enable 
us to know to what extent it may be relied upon. A recurrence to the 
conditions that obtained between the years 1893 and 1897, inclusive, 
would doubtless radically reduce the revenue which the State is now 
receiving from the granting of charters, and many of the corporations 
now on our books, and paying taxes, would go out of existence. For 
these reasons we will do well to have a watchful eye on appropriation^. 

There is twenty-two thousand and thirty-five dollars (#22,035) on 
deposit in the Farmers' Bank at Dover, to the credit of The Trustee of 
the School Fund, which grew out of the surrender of three hundred 
and thirty-nine (339) shares of stock of the Farmers' Bank of Dela- 
ware. The General Assembly should make some provisions for the 
investment of this money. 

The various reports of former State Treasurers carry an item of 
five thousand dollars (#5,000), designated as a "Bond of Sussex 
County." This money was loaned to Sussex County in 1837, under a 
special Act of Assembly for the purpose of enabling the County to build 
a Court House. We are unable to learn that any such bond was ever 
in existence. As a matter of fact, the Act made no provision for the 
execution of a bond, and empowered no one to do it. During the past 
year Sussex County returned to the Treasury the snm of fifty-nine hun- 
dred dollars (#5,900) on account of this loan ; according to the records 
there is still due a small sum. 

A large number of the national banks have refused to pay the 
State tax on their stocks for the past year. I have prepared a full 
report upon this matter, which I will present to the Legislature at the 
coming session, asking for instructions as to the course I shall pursue. 

For many years it seems to have been the practice to have the 
Treasurer's Office attend the person of each successive Treasurer wher- 
ever he happened to reside. Out of this evil custom has doubtless 
occurred the loss of many of the valuable papers belonging to this 
department of the government. I am unable to find any of the deeds 
by which the State holds title to its properties, except the Armory at 
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State Treasurer's Report. 



Wilmington. The Certificates of Stock of the National Bank of Dela- 
ware, the National Bank of Smyrna, and the Union National Bank of 
Wilmington, formerly held by the State, are nowhere to be found. 

It is my purpose to present to the General Assembly, at its coming 
session, a bill establishing the Treasury Department in the public build- 
ings at Dover, and compelling all of the business of the Department to 
be transacted there. 

A fire-proof vault in connection with the Treasurer's Office is an 
imperative necessity. Under existing conditions all of the records of 
the office are in daily peril of loss by fire. 

The collection of the Oyster Revenue has evidently been well 
attended to, as the receipts from that source for the past two years 
have been larger than ever before, and consequently, nearly doubled 
the Sinking Fund.
